British Army Contin­ 
ues to Gain. 


FRENCH SENDS REPORT 


Positions Taken Were of Ex­ 


ceptional Strength. 


London, Sept. 29.—An official com­ 
munication made public, dealing with 
the operations in 
France Tuesday, 
says that in the heavy fighting around 
IjOos the British have taken excep­ 
tionally 
strong 
German 
lines 
of 
trenches aud bombproof shelters sev­ 
eral hundred yards in extent. 
Having taken the German second 
line, the statement says, the British 
are 
now 
after 
the 
third 
line 
of 
trenches. 
In all more than 3,000 prisoners 
have been taken and twenty-one guns 
and forty machine guns have been 
captured and others destroyed. 
In Champagne the French are at­ 
ta* king the German second line of 
trenches 
and 
are 
making 
further 
progress. 
The successes won are rec- 
ognized as very important, hut the 
main object, which is to break through 
the German lines, has not yet been 
accomplished. 
Both British and French have great­ 
ly improved their positions and by 
gaining the hills 
and crests from 
which they can dominate the German 
lines of communication their next at­ 
tempt to obtain a decisive victory 
should be made easier to carry out, 
is the view of the experts in London. 
The

in 
Champagne 
Is 
over a sixtee i-mlle front, where the 
French are attacking and now are 
within less ti an two miles of the rail­ 
way which crosses the country be­ 
hind the German positions and which 
has been so useful to them in mov­ 
ing troops and supplies to the threat­ 
ened points. 
With the French guns within easy 
range the railway is rendered useless. 


HEAVY

Washington, Sept. 20. 
Veterans of 
the Civil war here for the annual en­ 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic were formally welcomed to 
the capital by President Wilson, who 
told them their battles fifty years ago 
were fought that the greatest instru­ 
mentality for tile uplift of mankind 
the world bas ever seen might not be 
impaired. 
The president spoke amid scenes of 
patriotic, fervor in the crowded con­ 
vention hall, into which the old cen­ 
sus building had been converted. 
Colonel David J. Palmer, comman­ 
der^-in-chief of the (J. A. R., introduced 
the president amid thunderous cheers 
and informed him that the veterans 
arc solidly behind the adm inistration’s 
conduct of the present day foreign 
problems and that their sons will sup­ 
port him in any steps he may take. 
“It is a singular thing that men of 
a single generation should have wit­ 
nessed what you have witnessed in 
the crowded fifty years which you 
celebrate,” said the president.

took part when you were young men

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GERMANS HAVE NOT WHOLLY STOPPED ALLIES

The Germans have not wholly stopped 
the 
Allies’ 
western 


offen siv e, hut have seriously Impeded Its speed, and have brought 
the movement to a full halt at all crucial points. 
Th** slight ad ­ 
vances now being m a d e by the British and French 
ar** for the 
moment without, serious im portance. 
The chief British objective at present is Lille, just as if was 
at the time of th** shortlived Neuve C h a p p e ll offensive, six months 
ago. 
The Germans have concentrated their major strength, ap ­ 
parently, in this district, for they continue to hold all their first- 
line positions in advance of i i lie. 
The British 
gains to the 
south of Lille ar** not of such a nature as to 
affect 
France’s 
great Industrial center. 
They ar** chiefly near Lens, 17 miles 
southwest of Iii!**. 
The Lens operations of the Bi Bish army are in co-operation 
with th** French attacks north of Arras. 
This double movement, 
apparently, has been planned for the purpose of reaching Douai, 
about 20 miles directly south of Lille. 
Douai and Lille nr** th** 
two principal advance supply stations and railway centers for the 
German armies In the p r e s e t v * stern battle area. 
Their capture 
by the Allies would compel a lf rg* 
reconstruction of the Ger­ 
man lines, freeing a *vna«derat>lc area of northern Franc* 
'I’li** Immediate objective of th e French offensive in Champagne 
Is the railway which connects th** German central portions with 
the environs of th** crown prince’s field headquarters at Montfau- 
con. 
The French ar** now almost if not. quite w ithin sight of 
this railway. 
Th** town of Somme By, mentioned In the French 
official dispatches, commands it at a principal highw ay crossing, 
25 miles weal of Montfaucon. 
Sonime-Py’s fall would not com­ 
pel th** crown prince to move his advance positions farther hack 
toward German territory, but would help the French lim to move 
to the east. 
It Is at th** eastern end of th** new French positions that th** 
Germans ar** holding hest. 
A h long as they rem ain immovable 
there, th** crown prince’s army Is safe.
